Observance of the Annual Week 
of Prayer For Unity (January 18- 
25) was marked by a number of 
services with Orthodox and Angli- 
can clergy and laity joining to- 
gether for prayer and intercession. 
A full report of all of these gather- 
ings will be compiled for the next 
ACU NEWS. Leading in the ob- 
servance were two great services: 
The one on Friday evening, Janu- 
ary 17th, at 8 P.M. at St. Sophia’s 
Greek Orthodox Cathedral in Los 
Angeles where members of several 
of the Orthodox Churches and 
Episcopalians under the leadership 
of the ACU gathered for a Week of 
Prayer For Unity Service. Canon 
duBois, ACU Executive Director 
from New York, and newly elected 
as national President of the Ortho- 
dox-Anglican Fellowship was pres- 
ent. 

On the opposite side of the con- 
tinent, the Orthodox-Anglican Fel- 
lowship and the N. Y. Metropolitan 
Branch of the ACU sponsored a 
service at the Russian Orthodox 
Procathedral of the Holy Virgin 
Protection in New York City. His 
Eminence, the Most Reverend 
Metropolitan Leonty, Archbishop of 
New York and Primate of the 
Russian Orthodox Greek Catholic 
Church of America, was celebrant 
at Great Vespers. He was assisted 
by the Cathedral Choir. 


News From Here 
and There 


ARCHBISHOP MICHAEL 
URGES CHRISTIANS BE 
“SATELLITES OF CHRIST” 


NEW YORK (RNS)—Archbishop 
Michael, head of the Greek Ortho- 
dox Archdiocese of North and South 
America, urged all Christians to be 
“satellites of Christ.” 

“To be a_ satellite of Christ 
means,” he said, “to be a disciplined 
man, hard-working, conscientious, 
diligent of one’s duties, full of love 
for one’s neighbor and fellow man, 
and for one’s country.” 

Only through “the intense, con- 
tinuous and unceasing efforts of all 
as “satellites” can Churches “vic-

toriously oppose materialistic totali- 
tarianism and bring into reality” a 
peaceful world, the Archbishop said 
in his annual Christmas message. 

Declaring that the “forces of 
darkness continue with fanaticism 
their destructive work” against the 
world, Archbishop Michael deplored 
the present situation in which 
“peace appears to be more unlikely 
and distant than ever it was in the 
past.” 

Obviously referring to the Com- 
munists, the Archbishop said these 
“forces of darkness” have been 
“systematically working to dethrone 
God” by establishing atheistic socie- 
ties and working for the ‘“dissolu- 
tion” of the Church. 

“But when they became con- 
vineced that their efforts were in 
vain and their struggle doomed,” 
he said, “they decided to become 
gods on earth and launched their 
satellites.” 

This was done, he added, ‘“‘to in- 
spire fear, panic, and disillusion- 
ment, and bind to their will all 
those who had not yet succumbed 
to materialistic totalitarianism.” 

Although Christ alone can save 
humanity, Archbishop Michael said, 
“salvation cannot come of itself.” 

To be saved Christians must be- 
come in their daily lives “satellites 
of Christ, with mastery of self, with 
self-discipline and with self-sacri- 
fice for the good of others,” he said. 
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BISHOP REEVES HITS ORDER 
CLOSING ANGLICAN 
TRAINING COLLEGE 


JOHANNESBURG (RNS)—Dr. 
Richard Ambrose Reeves, Anglican 
Bishop of Johannesburg, attacked a 
government order closing Ekuteleni 
Mission African Nursery School 
Training College here by the end 
of next year. 

The Anglican school is the only 
one of its kind in South Africa. Dr. 
Reeves said the “most grievous” 
government decision “means the 
cessation of pioneer work.” 

The government Department of 
Native Affairs, in ordering the 
closure, said that any new institu- 
tion must be initiated by African 
parents or local school board if such 
a school is deemed necessary. 

Clergymen here regard the gov- 
ernment’s order as one more link 
in its program to eliminate the in- 
fluence of missions in the education 
of Africans. 


GIVING FOR RELIGIOUS 
PURPOSES ESTIMATED 
AT $3,425,000,000 


NEW YORK (RNS)—Giving for 
religious purposes in the United 
States for 1957 was estimated at 
about $3,425,000,000—an increase 
of nine per cent over the previous 
year—the Bulletin of the American 
Association of Fund-Raising Coun- 
sel reported here. 

It said that religious construction 
during the year was estimated at 
$870,000,000, most of which came 
from contributions. 

Total philanthropic contributions 
reached a new high in 1957 for a 
record $6,700,000,000—an increase 
of four per cent over 1956. More 
than five billion of this was given 
by individuals. 

Giving to higher education was 
estimated at more than $600,000,- 
000, to health and welfare purposes 
at $2,200,000,000, and to hospital 
construction at $202,000,000. 


EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
REPORTS RECORD 
MEMBERSHIP 


NEW YORK (RNS)—The Epis- 
copal Church recorded an all-time 
high of 3,163,126 members in 1957, 
an increase of 51,686 over the 
previous year. The figures were re- 
ported in the 1958 Episcopal Church 
Annual published here. 

The yearbook also reported that 
the clergy increased by 181 to a 


total of 8,070 while the number of 
lay readers grew by 1,517 to 12,088. 

Episcopal parishes and missions 
increased 1.25 per cent to 7,290. 
The largest parish in the Church re- 
mains St. Philip’s church in New 
York with 3,902 communicants. 

Infant baptisms rose 1.69 per cent 
to a new total of 101,289, but adult 
baptisms decreased 3.80 per cent, 
dropping from 21,439 in 1956 to 
20,625 in 1957. 

For the first time in many years 
the yearbook reported a drop in the 
number of confirmations which 
totalled 118,490 as compared with 
119,228 the previous year. However, 
the full communicant strength of 
the Episcopal Church rose to 1,951,- 
114, a gain of 1.45 per cent. A com- 
municant is a confirmed member of 
the Church in good standing who is 
eligible to partake of Holy Com- 
munion. : 

Pupils enrolled in church schools 
totalled 786,104, an increase of 
3.26 per cent, and the number of 
church school teachers rose to 94,- 
595, a gain of 7.23 per cent. 

Candidates for Holy Orders stayed 
relatively stable last year totalling 
747 as compared with 749 the year 
before. Ordinations for deacons in- 
creased 11.76 per cent to 437, while 
ordinations to the priesthood de- 
creased 19.61 per cent to 328. 

Total income of the Church dur- 
ing 1957 was $139,741,450, a 10.31 
per cent increase over the previous 
year’s figure of $126,677,416. 

Dioceses which showed the largest 
gains in 1957 were Louisiana, Los 
Angeles, South Florida and Upper 
South Carolina, in that order. 


APPEALS COURT UPHOLDS 
ELECTION OF DR. SIDENER 


ALBANY, N. Y. (RNS)—The 
Court of Appeals, highest tribunal 
in the state, unanimously upheld 
the election of Dr. Herman S. Sid- 
ener as rector of Holy Trinity 
Episcopal church in Brooklyn. 

It affirmed a decision by the Ap- 
pellate Division of Brooklyn Su- 
preme Court last June that Dr. 
Sidener’s election in 1956 was legal. 

The Appellate Division reversed 
a Supreme Court opinion denying a 
permanent injunction in September, 
1956, to restrain the Rev. William 
Howard Melish from serving as 
pastor. At that time the Supreme 
Court held that Dr. Sidener’s elec- 
tion was invalid because a quorum 
of vestrymen was not present when 
he was chosen. 





The Court of Appeals opinion, in 
which all seven judges concurred, 
said a majority of the authorized 
vestry of eleven attended the meet- 
ings on Feb. 6 and 7, 1956, at which 
Dr. Sidener was elected. Two church 
wardens and four vestrymen were 
present. Three pro-Melish vestry- 
men refused to attend and two 
vestry offices were vacant. 

The court said the only law ap- 
plicable in the case was the canon 
law of the Church. It said that the 
two meetings of the vestry satisfied 
canon law. The tribunal also held 
that the Religious Corporations Act 
of New York, while “irrelevant” to 
the case, makes clear that a ma- 
jority of the vestry has the power 
to call a rector. 

Mr. Melish’s attorney had con- 
tended that a rector is chosen by a 
congregation pursuant to civil law 
—in this case the Religious Cor- 
porations Act. Under that Act, he 
argued, Dr. Sidener’s election was 
illegal because a quorum of vestry- 
men was not present at the voting. 

Dr. Sidener’s attorney contended, 
however, that church canons gov- 
erned the case since an ecclesiastical 
question was at issue. To support 
his position he cited the phrase, 
“subject to the canons of the 
church” in the Religious Corpora- 
tions Act. He maintained that a 
proper quorum was present at the 
election. 

The case was brought before the 
court by pro-Melish forces who ap- 
pealed the Appellate Division de- 
cision. 

Dr. Sidener, who came from 
Garden City, N. Y., was officially 
installed by Bishop James P. De- 
Wolfe of Long Island after his elec- 
tion. Mr. Melish has long been a 
center of controversy in the congre- 
gation because of his alleged leftist 
views. 

Following the Court of Appeals 
ruling Bishop DeWolfe said it was 
his “prayer and hope that the 
parish will rally behind their rector, 
the Rev. Herman S. Sidener, D.D., 
so that the Church of the Holy 
Trinity in Brooklyn may make a 
worthy Christian contribution to 
the life of the community in Brook- 
lyn and stand as a strong witness for 
God and His Church.” 
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HIGHLIGHTS OF 
THE NATIONAL 
COUNCIL MEETING, 
DEC. 9-11, 1957 


M Several matters of crucial in- 
terest to the Church which will be 
brought up before the General Con- 
vention 1958 were discussed at the 
December meeting of the National 
Council. 

One was the need for capital 
funds above and beyond the 
Church’s triennial budget, to help 
church expansion through loans 
and grants to the United States and 
overseas. Reporting for a _ special 
Council committee to consider the 
need for capital funds, the Rt. Rev. 
Everett H. Jones, Bishop of West 
Texas, told Council members that 
the Church must raise three million 
dollars a year for the next ten years. 


M The $30,000,000 program will be 
presented for approval to the Gen- 
eral Convention. The money will be 
raised through a voluntary program 
under which each diocese and mis- 
sionary district of the Church will 
decide its own fund-raising methods. 


M Another matter which has been 
and will continue to be of great im- 
portance for the Church is adequate 
housing for the National Council’s 
business operations. Bishop Bentley, 
chairman of the Council’s special 
committee to consider housing the 
business operations reported that 
three stories would be available to 
the Council in the Inter-church 
Center, New York City. 

The Center, now under construc- 
tion on Riverside Drive between 119 
and 120th streets, will be a 19 story 
office building, serving as_ joint 
headquarters for the National Coun- 
cil of Churches and a number of its 
member Churches, their boards and 
agencies. 

The Presiding Bishop and mem- 
bers of the Council felt that it 
would be a wise move to lease space 
in the building for a short-term 
period of five to ten years, during 
which time the possibility of choos- 
ing a permanent location and build- 
ing a new business headquarters 
could be considered by General 
Convention. 

Bishop Sherrill stated that this 
plan would also enable the Church 
to sell its present quarters in New 
York and Greenwich, if need be, 
without disrupting business opera- 
tions in the interim. It would, in 
addition, serve as a trial period 


during which the Church could de- 
termine the feasibility of remain- 
ing in the Interchurch Center, he 
said. 

Since the Center’s renting agents 
must know by February whether 
or not the Episcopal Church will 
lease space, the Council expects to 
make a definite decision on that 
move at its next meeting. The build- 
ing is not expected to be ready for 
occupancy until early in 1960. 


M John W. Reinhardt, Director of 
the Promotion Department, pre- 
sented the need for a new Church 
magazine, aimed at reaching every 
Episcopalian family with news of 
the Church’s life and work, pre- 
sented in pictorial, colorful and 
dramatic fashion. “There is a grow- 
ing feeling among Episcopalians 
that it is time for a new magazine 
of real significance for all Episco- 
palians,” he said. The proposed 
magazine would not replace the 
Church’s three major existing in- 
dependent magazines, but would be 
a successor to FORTH, the present 


official National Council publica- 
tion, seeking to reach a_ wider, 
family audience, including those 


“not now terribly active in the life 
of the Church,” he stated. 

The program for the new maga- 
zine will be presented to the next 
General Convention, since ‘a con- 
siderable subsidy” will be needed 
to launch the magazine and ex- 
pand its staff. The National Council 
“approved in principle’ the pro- 
posal of a new magazine and the 
Promotion Department will present 
a detailed blueprint of it at the 
Council’s annual meeting in Febru- 
ary. 


“ VOTED a sum of $5,000 toward 
the Ecumenical exhibit at the Prot- 
estant Pavilion of the 1958 Brussels 
World’s Fair. The gift was made to 
the United States Conference of the 
World Council of Churches. 


M LISTENED to a speech by Jack- 
son Martindell, president of the 
American Institute of Management 
who recommended that the Church 
set up a research and development 
program to find out “where it’s 
been, where it is, where it’s going, 
how it’s going,-and why.” He said 
that for “as low as $4,000 monthly,” 
the Church could set up a 10-year 
program with “definite goals’ which 
would double its membership and 
increase its gifts. 

Mr. Martindell, who spoke at the 
invitation of Bishop Sherrill, re- 
minded Council members that in 


America ‘the Protestant Episcopal- 
ians were originally recognized as 
the spiritual, educational, and busi- 
ness leaders.”’ But, he added, ‘“‘time 
has upheld your principles but has 
not sufficiently broadened either 
your practices or your accomplish- 
ments.” 

“Your membership today should 
be ten times the three million you 
report,” he said. “Your place in the 
American scene seems neither un- 
derstood nor generally appreciated. 
If it were, your annual national 
financial support would be many 
times the current amounts.” 


CANON duBOIS 
ELECTED 
PRESIDENT OF 
ORTHODOX- 
ANGLICAN 
FELLOWSHIP 


The Reverend Canon Albert J. 
duBois, Executive Director of the 
American Church Union, New York, 
was elected National President of 
the Orthodox-Anglican Fellowship 
at a meeting held on December 18th 
at St. Mary’s Syrian Antiochian 
Church, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The Fellowship, instituted in 1934, 
exists to provide a means of mutual 
contact and association for mem- 
bers of the Orthodox and Episcopal 
Churches in America. Canon duBois 
succeeds the Rev. W. S. Paul 
Schneirla of the Syrian Antiochian 
Church who has served as President 
for the past several years. 

Other Officers of the Fellowship 
are: Vice-President: The Reverend 
Eusebius Stepanou, Holy Cross Sem- 
inary Brookline, Mass.; Correspond- 
ing Secretary: The Rev. Edward R.

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WORD FROM THE 
SOUTH INDIA 
“CONTINUING 
ANGLICANS” 


C. O. Koshy, Postmaster at Cheru- 
kol, Mavelikara, Kerala State, India, 
and one of the “Continuing Angli- 
cans” wrote to Canon duBois on 
December 25th giving an up to date 
picture of the situation as far as 
these fellow-churchmen are con- 
cerned. Mr. Koshy states: “I expected 
we would be able to meet the Amer- 
ican Church Delegation in August 
1956 but Mavelikara was deliberate- 
ly left out of the Delegation’s itiner- 
ary by the local CSI Bishop and all 
I could do was to write to one mem- 
ber of the Delegation, The Rev. Gar- 
diner M. Day, about the situation of 
the Continuing Anglicans. He had 
the goodness to acknowledge my 
letter and to say that the Delegation 
was aware of the matters concerning 
which I had written.” Mr. Koshy 
then states that the Delegation did 
meet in Trivandrum with a small 
group of pro-CSI people who had 
been Continuing Anglicans, and 
undoubtedly formed their opinions 
about the Continuing Anglicans 
mainly from this source but, Mr. 
Koshy continues: “The Delegation 
had not met the Continuing Angli- 
cans who are well known to me and 
who are still striving to regain their 
Anglican status but they have no 
resources to conduct a law suit.” 


(Editor’s Note: The Official Report of 
the Delegation to South India more or 
less summarizes the whole “Continu- 
ing Anglican” situation by stating 
(p. 38) that they found no basis for 
reports that would imply that a num- 
ber of mission congregations refused 
to join CSI or that there is growing 
dissension within the united Church.) 


Mr. Koshy continues: “The deci- 
sions of the English Convocations in 
1955 were a shock. It is a betrayal. 
What is it that the Convocations 
have done? They have condoned a 
schism just as the Anglican Synod 
in India had done in 1950. Will the 
American Episcopal Church follow 
suit and condone a schism? Under 
Protestant pressure the English Con- 
vocations have made decisions which 
cut at the very root of their claim to 
be a Catholic and Apostolic Church. 
We have repudiated their decisions 
which are ‘ultra vires’ of the Con- 
stitution of the Church Catholic.” 

“The CSI Bishops proclaimed here 
that, with the 1955 English Convo- 


cation decisions and the recognition 
of the validity of CSI Orders, the 
Continuing Anglicans would have 
no case. The CSI Bishop and his ad- 
visor think that, wearied of the 
fight, we will ultimately give in, 
but we are still continuing the strug- 
gle and, with God’s help will stick 
to the end. Freedom of Faith and 
Worship is everyman’s right. Our 
Church, founded in the Catholic 
Faith, cannot be claimed by heretics 
and schismatics. CSI is a schism in 
spite of Convocation’s decisions. CSI 
copper cannot be turned into gold 
by the wave of the magic wand of 
the English Convocations. I am pre- 
paring an article about the present 
situation in CSI for publication in 
the ACU NEWS. I hope you will 
spare some space. It may help to 
open the eyes of some in America 
who are still uncertain I admire 
the stand the ACU has taken and 
the leadership you are giving the 
Church in America. Our Anglican 
group solicit your help and sym- 
pathy.” 


SOUTH INDIA 
MODERATOR FAILS 
TO CORRECT 
SERIOUS ERROR 


The September 1957 issue of ‘The 
South India Churchman” contained 
a glaring misstatement of facts over 
the signature of the Moderator of 
the Church of South India, Bishop 
H. Sumitra. 

In an article entitled, “The First 
Ten Years of the CSI,’ Bishop Su- 
mitra stated that: “The Church of 
England and the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in America have testified 
to our orthodoxy and to the validity 
of our Orders. With these churches 
we enjoy limited communion, while 
with all of the other parent churches 
we enjoy full fellowship and com- 
munion.” 

On November 4th the Executive 
Director of the American Church 
Union wrote to the Editor of the 
“South India Churchman” and to 
Bishop Sumitra, calling attention to 
the error and saying: “It is true that 
the two Convocations of England 
have testified to the validity of some 
of the Orders of the Church of South 
India. It is misleading to state that 
they have approved the validity of 
non-episcopally ordained clergy. But 
the really glaring error of fact is in 
the statement to the effect that the 
Episcopal Church in America has 


testified to the validity of CSI Or- 
ders. A delegation of the Episcopal 
Church has recommended that such 
action be taken but the entire mat- 
ter is simply before the Church for 
study at the moment and it is en- 
tirely false to state that a decision 
has been reached.” 

Two issues of the “South India 
Churchman” have been published 
since the ACU Executive Director 
initiated the correspondence and 
Canon duBois states that as of Jan- 
uary 12th he had neither had the 
courtesy of a reply to his letter from 
the Moderator or the Editor nor had 
the magazine made any attempt to 
correct a completely false statement. 

In a letter to the Editor of “The 
South India Churchman” on Decem- 
ber 21st, Canon duBois wrote: ‘We 
can only regard this as an evidence of 
complete irresponsibility on the part 
of Churchmen in South India, and 
certainly it raises questions with 
reference to the sincerity of a Mod- 
erator who does not have the cour- 
tesy to reply to letters pointing glar- 
ing errors. We shall be called upon 
to place these matters before the 
membership of the American Epis- 
copal Church as one bit of evidence 
which ought to be weighed in con- 
sidering the future relationship of 
this Church and the Church of South 
India.” 


SOUTH INDIA 
SPEAKS FOR ITSELF 


The Theological Commission of 
the Church of South India, at a 
meeting held during the last week 
in September of 1957, in connection 
with the Tenth Anniversary Cele- 
brations of CSI, issued the following 
Statement: “We specially draw at- 
tention to provisions in our Constitu- 
tion which make it clear, as does also 
the practise of CSI, that the CSI does 
not consider episcopal ordination es- 
sential for valid ministry and that the 
intention of CSI in making provision 
for episcopal ordination is to secure 
the unity of the Church.” 

What clearer summary of the 
whole problem could be set forth? 
CSI officially states that the only 
reason it has made a place for the 
Church Order of the Historic Church 
is to please Anglicans and make a 
place for them in CSI. There is ab- 
solutely no connection between this 
theory and the emphasis of the Book 
of Common Prayer in the two Ordi- 
nation and the Consecration Offices 
with reference to the necessity of 
Episcopal Order. (See also Bishop 
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Kirk, Sometime Bishop of Oxford, 
on this subject as quoted in Canon 
duBois’ new Outline Study.

The Bishop of North Carolina, the 
Right Reverend Edwin A. Penick, 
has given a final and definite “no” 
answer to churchmen in Charlotte 
petitioning for permission to estab- 
lish a new parish where the full 
faith of the Prayer Book and of our 
Anglican tradition would be taught. 
A copy of Bishop Penick’s letter to 
the group is printed below. 


Charlotte is one of the fastest 
growing cities in the South. Those 
desiring the new parish were about 
equally divided among natives of 
Charlotte who were hungry for a 
fuller expression of the Faith of 
their Church than is presently to be 
found, and an ever increasing num- 
ber of churchmen moving into 
Charlotte from other areas of the 
Church where they had been taught 
the Catholic Faith and practice of 
our Anglican heritage. These faith- 
ful churchmen have been working 
and praying for several years on 
this project. Meanwhile, they have 
been active and loyal supporters of 
existing parishes. They were not 
asking for special favors, nor striv- 
ing for a parish where the laity 
would dictate. Many of them are 
parents and they wanted to have 
one parish in Charlotte where the 
teaching of the Eucharist would be 
central. One of the petitioners wrote 
to point out that many of them 
simply longed for the right to do 
what the Prayer Book commands 
that is, to observe Prayer Book 
Saints’ Days. They pointed out that 
on many of these days there is not 
a single Celebration of the Holy 
Communion in a parish in Char- 
lotte! 

Bishop Penick has done the en- 
tire Episcopal Church a great dis- 
service. The House of Bishops has 
a Committee on Tensions, or some 
such group which constantly pur- 
sues studies about variations in 
ceremonial in the Church. Here is 
a case that most certainly demands 
their attention at their next meet- 
ing! A Bishop in a Church where 
differences of interpretation are 
tolerated, refuses to recognize what 
his brother Bishops do and teach 
and says in effect that when the 
“sheep” from these other sections 
of the American Episcopal branch 
of the fold move to North Carolina 
they will have to act and believe as

REFUSES! 


Bishop Penick does or :(we suppose) 
“go elsewhere!” The ACU office 
has received many letters pointing 
to violations of Prayer Book Order 
and practise in the jurisdiction of 
North Carolina. Can it be that the 
Bishop sets himself up as the stan- 
dard of churchmanship for the 
American Church? Is he bound by 
no higher rule than that of his own 
understanding of the Church? The 
things at stake are not secondary 
matters of ceremonial, but the 
primary matter of doing what the 
Prayer Book enjoins. 

And what are these unfortunate 
North Carolina churchmen to do? 
Their only recourse would be to 
move into one existing mission and 
literally take it over. They have 


not wanted to do this out of fair- 
ness to those who had begun some 
of the new Charlotte missions. They 
were willing to sacrifice on their 
part to build a new mission rather 
than force their ways on others. But 
will they really be able to find the 
answer to their needs even should 
they be successful in taking over 
the leadership of a mission? Prob- 
ably not. The one young and 
courageous priest in Charlotte who 
has given advice and comfort to 
the petitioners has, we have been 
informed, been summarily dis- 
missed and it is reported that it is 
“because he advocates making con- 
fessions and hears them.” He has 
been told that there is no place for 
this in Charlotte!

WHERE HAVE WE BEEN AND WHERE ARE WE GOING? 


The New York “Herald-Tribune” 
on Thursday, 12 December, carried 
the following report from the De- 
cember meeting of the National 
Council of the Episcopal Church, 
with date line of 11 December, 
Greenwich, Connecticut. 

“Jackson Martindell, president of 
the American Institute of Manage- 
ment, today recommended that the 
Episcopal Church set up a research 
and development program to find 
out ‘where it’s been, where it is, 
where it’s going, how it’s going and 
why.’ 

“He suggested that the program 
be headed by one man, ‘not a com- 
mittee,’ and advised the church to 
separate its religious doctrine from 
its administrative practices along 
the line of what he defined as ‘the 
great idea of complete separation of 
church and state.’ He spoke at Sea- 
bury House, the church conference 
center here. 

“Mr. Martindell told the council 
members they must go all-out for 
new members and more funds. 
‘Your membership today,’ he said, 
‘should be ten times the 3,000,000 
you report. Your place in the Amer- 
ican scene seems neither understood 
nor generally appreciated. If it 
were, your annual national financial 
support would be many times the 
current amounts accounted.” 

Several items in Mr. Martindell’s 
address are worth special attention 
and they provide an admirable basis 
for evaluation and self-examination 
for the Church and for the ACU, 
as a Fellowship within the Church, 
at the start of a new year. 

It is reported that he urges a pro- 
gram headed by one man, “not a 
committee,” and advised the Church 
to separate its religious doctrine 
from its administrative practices. 
Now, if Mr. Martindell means by 
this that Bishops will be relieved 
of administrative details in order 
to give full time to doctrine, then 
it is a good and helpful suggestion. 
But, if as it would seem in the 
light of some of the other comments 
in the speech, he means that mat- 


ters of doctrine must not hold us 
back in our quest for numbers and 
dollars, then it is a thoroughly un- 
sound suggestion. We ought to be 
quite clear as to what is involved 
before we launch on this program. 

Mr. Martindell did, however, put 
his finger on key problems that face 
the Episcopal Church at the begin- 
ning of 1958,—a year promising to 
be crucial in the life and history of 
the Episcopal Church and of the 
Anglican Communion. He phrased 
the problems well when he said 
that the trouble with the Episcopal 
Church is that it needs desperately 
to know: “where it’s been, where 
it is, where it’s going, how it’s 
going and why”! 

Mr. Martindell, speaking to the 
National Council, said: “Your place 
in the American scene seems neither 
understood nor generally appreci- 
ated.” What is that place? Our fore- 
fathers in the Church had no doubt. 
They established the Church here 
as the Holy, Catholic Church of the 
Land. It was not one of “the 
churches.” Later, at a meeting of 
clergy and laity held in Chester- 
town, Maryland, on November 9, 
1780, it was “moved that the Church 
of England, as heretofore known in 
this Province, be now called the 
“Protestant Episcopal Church.” 
These people were primarily con- 
cerned with holding on to their 
property. They used the word 
“protestant” in the legal title, but 
they used it in the sense in which 
it was used and understood in those 
times. It meant catholics protesting 
against Roman additions. It did not 
mean “anti-catholic” as it does 
today. But a study of the proceed- 
ings of the Chestertown meeting is 
a commentary on what these men 
understood by the word “protes- 
tant.” It most certainly did not 
mean a break with the past. Apos- 
tolic Succession was declared neces- 
sary to Church Order. It was di- 
rected that the liturgical changes 
were to be only such departures 
“from the venerable order of the 
Church from which we are sprung 


as may be expedient to change our 
situation from a daughter to a 
sister Church.” 

We give our ecclesiastical organi- 
zation a corporate name when we 
speak of the Church as a corpora- 
tion, existing in the United States 
of America, but when we think of 
the Church as a spiritual fact, as 
the Body of Christ, as a Province 
of the Universal Church, and when 
its members come together to wor- 
ship, we call ourselves “catholics,” 
we affirm our belief in the Holy, 
Catholic Church of history. NO- 
WHERE does the Prayer Book lead 
those who worship to affirm that 
they are protestants. 


WHERE HAVE WE BEEN? 


But the situation is terribly con- 
fused today. It is quite true that 
many Episcopalians do not know 
“where they have been” and those 
outside can scarcely be expected to 
understand. Official publications 
from Church headquarters tend to 
stress the ‘Protestant Episcopal” 
title at every turning,—except, 
strangely enough, in most appeals 
for funds! Could it be better 
strategy to omit the word when 
seeking money from the many faith- 
ful who believe themselves to be 
catholics? 

The National Council at its De- 
cember meeting votes $5000 toward 
the support of the “Protestant 
Pavilion” at the Brussels World’s 
Fair and we are treated to the 
spectacle of the wife of the Presi- 
dent of the House of Deputies of our 
General Convention, head of “‘prot- 
estant’”’ Church women in the USA 
heading a campaign to raise $100,+ 
000 for this Protestant activity in 
Brussels. Nor are we likely to be 
differentiated from the “anti-cath- 
olic’ protestants in the endeavor. 
We certainly are not in the National 
Council of Churches. The ACU 
made itself very unpopular in 1952 
by pointing out the sizeable sums 
of money, given by the faithful on 
the “Red Side” for missionary work, 
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which, in point of fact, went to sup- 
port outright protestant activity 
through the National Council of 
Churches and other agencies,— work 
which oft. > completely set aside 
the professed faith and practice of 
this Church. The situation has not 
changed. At the 1955 General Con- 
vention in Hawaii those who pre- 
pared the budget were just a bit 
more clever. Painstaking research 
in this triennium shows that we 
are giving even more to protestant- 
ism than we did in 1952. When a 
lay Deputy sought to find out how 
much money was “going out of the 
Church to protestantism” during 
the discussion of the Budget at the 
1955 General Convention, he was 
promptly silenced and no answer 
was given him! Meanwhile, with 
money from catholic-minded clergy 
and laity (who are even denied the 
basic privileges of their Church in 
such places as North Carolina) the 
National Council of Churches goes 
merrily on its way printing books 
about protestantism and_ issuing 
endless press releases about the 
fact that they represent “protestant 
denominations and the Orthodox.” 
Seldom, if ever these days, are we 
Episcopalians differentiated from 
the general run of denominational 
protestants who are, generally, 
anti-catholic and are, generally, 
anti-sacramental. 

Small wonder the New York 
papers simply have two columns 
on most Saturdays on their Church 
pages,—one for “Catholic” news 
and one for “Protestant” news,— 
and the announcements for the 
Episcopal Church are lumped under 
the “Protestant” heading with the 
general implication that that is 
what we are! 


MOVING TO 
INTERDENOMINATIONAL 
HEADQUARTERS? 


And, as we enter 1958, we find the 
Presiding Bishop urging us to give 
up our headquarters at “281” 
Fourth Avenue and at Greenwich, 
Connecticut, for the sake of taking 
office space in the new “Inter- 
church Center” in New York which 
will be a sort of “Protestant Head- 
quarters.” It is to be hoped that the 
members of the National Council 
will weigh this proposal of the 
Presiding Bishop very carefully. 
He has shown that he has little 
sympathy with the catholic-minded 
in his flock: this recommendation is 
surely one of his boldest steps to 


merge us into the interdenomina- 
tional picture. Even the official 
magazine of the National Council 
of Churches, speaking of the new 
Headquarters, only differentiates 
between the “Protestant and Ortho- 
dox traditions.” Can we expect any 
further consideration once we have 
given up our identity and moved 
in? 


WHERE HAVE WE BEEN? 


Surely this is the key problem be- 
fore the Church as it enters 1958. 
We of the American Church Union 
believe it has always been a part of 
the One, Holy Catholic and Apos- 
tolic Church and we intend, God 
helping us, to keep the Church 
there. 

At the beginning of 1958 the 
Episcopal Church is at a serious 
cross road. It is true that the Cath- 
olic Movement is growing in many 
areas. Faithful priests, many of 
whom have no connection with the 
ACU, are teaching the Catholic 
Faith and making available the rich 
treasures of our catholic heritage of 
Worship and Sacrament. But their 
work is being undercut at the top 
level in many instances. We are 
urged to enter into a dangerous In- 
tercommunion status with the 
Church of South India. The new 
ACU study of the implications (see 
page 7 of this issue) shows quite 
clearly that our very status as a 
Province of the Catholic Church is 
at stake. The correspondence at 
ACU office indicates the disquiet of 
increasing numbers of clergy and 
Laity and a sort of “watch and wait 
until after General Convention” at- 
titude. It would surely be a poor 
time for the National Council to 
either move us into an Interde- 
nominational Headquarters or to 
launch a drive for funds. 

The November 10th issue of the 
“Living Church” had an Editorial 
entitled “No Crisis in Sight.” 
Father Lessing of Portland, Oregon, 
who replied, sent us a copy of his 
letter. There are some _ pertinent 
paragraphs in it which emphasize 
the second question: “Where are 
we?” 


WHERE ARE WE? 


The editorial “No Crisis in Sight,” 
LIVING CHURCH November 10, runs 
the risk of unintentionally misleading 
a great many people concerning the 
depth of feeling on the issue of “par- 
tial communion” with the so-called 
“Church” of South India. The location 


of the editorial immediately following 
the story about Father Williamson’s 
leaving Anglicanism for Rome because 
of C.S.I1., together with the wording 
of the editorial itself, strongly implies 
that the only persons who are upset 
about the possibility of inter-commun- 
ion with South India are the few on 
the radical fringe of Anglicanism. The 
truth is far different. 

Is the Church not facing a real 
crisis when it is asked seriously and 
aggressively to grant priestly and 
episcopal privileges to ministers of a 
sect which has consistenily refused to 
acknowledge the historic, orthodox 
doctrines of the Episcopacy and the 
Sacraments? Many responsible persons 
in the Church think it is, and will be 
tragically disturbed if the convention 
grants such privileges. 

Is the Church not facing a real crisis 
when a section of the Church such as 
the General Convention of the Episco- 
pal Church takes to itself the right to 
embark on a journey away from the 
historic position of the whole Church 
on the matter of the ministry and the 
sacraments? If a province of the 
church has this right, how can we 
deny the right of Rome to unilaterally 
adopt the doctrine of papal infallibil- 
ity? It seems to many of us that in 
their recent urgency to give their 
blessing to CSI at any price, the Con- 
vocations of the Church of England, 
and probably Lambeth and our own 
General convention, are forgetful of 
the important fact that they are a 
part, and only a part, of the One, 
Holy, Catholic, and Apostolic Church, 
and that separate and apart from that 
Church they do not exist. 


There are other problems which 
trouble many of us. For example, why 
did the bishops agree to study CSI 
for a period of thirty years before tak- 
ing any action on inter-communion, 
and then suddenly cut that thirty year 
period to ten years? What has South 
India done since 1948 to make it more 
acceptable to the Church than it was 
in 1948 when the ex-Anglican Bishops 
of CSI were refused seats in Lambeth 
conference? Again, negotiations have 
been proceeding with the Orthodox 
bodies for more than fifty years with- 
out effecting inter-communion. By 
comparison, is it logical that we could 
conclude intercommunion with a Prot- 
estant sect within ten years? Also, 
would it not be more reasonable for 
us to conclude successfully our nego- 
tiations with the Orthodox than to 
experiment on the fringes of heresy 
and schism with CSI thereby drawing 
still further away from our Orthodox 
brothers in catholicity? 

Priests who are on the firing line in 
the Church militant know full well 
that most of the people who “go to 
Rome” are not crack-pots. They are 
simply people who want to find the 
way of salvation through the Holy 
Catholic Church, and they become 
suspicious, as well they might, of a 
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Communion which seems to be drift- 
ing swiftly away from its historical 
catholic position. The loss of these 
persons is a dreadful price to pay for 
what is improperly called “unity.” 
As the critical General Convention 
draws closer, one thing must be kept 
in mind by all churchmen, and partic- 
ularly our bishops whose duty it is to 
feed the sheep and to “banish and 
drive away from the Church all 
strange and erroneous. doctrine.” 
Those of us, and we are not a few, 
who strongly object to any sort of 
affiliation with CSI prior to 1978, will 
not go to Rome nor to any other place 
if the Convention adopts the proposed 
resolution. We are priests and people 
of this part of the Holy Catholic 
Church, and here we shall remain. 
Our concern, and the real issue upon 
which the crisis rests, is where will 
they go who grant “intercommunion” 
to CSI? Remember, there is no such 
thing as “partial” intercommunion. 


Are we going into Pan-Protestant 
Federation and out of the Anglican 
Communion? In the last issue of the 
ACU NEWS we quoted from the 
Canadian Quarterly, “His Domin- 
ion” with reference to how well 
organized are the “Liberalist- 
Modernist” forces in the American 
Church. They know where they are 
going and they are working to- 
gether to attain the end. You can 
see the activity at any and every 
Episcopal election. In at least three 
recent elections these opponents of 
our Catholic heritage have not re- 
frained from the character as assina- 
tion of a good priest in order to pre- 
vent a catholic-minded man from 
becoming Bishop! This is not easy 
to write, but the time has come to 
say these things. This is the year! 
A number of catholic-minded 
priests,—and Bishops,—piously say 
that there is no danger, that there 
is no need for an unofficial fellow- 
ship like the ACU because “all’s 
well” in the Church Militant. It is 
not. If they sat at a desk in 347 
Madison Avenue and were able to 
see the entire picture of what is 
happening in far too many areas of 
the Church’s life and work they 
would see that Mr. Martindell is 
right. We do not know “Where we 
are going” and it is high time we 
did. 


WHERE ARE WE GOING? 


“Where are we going?” Are we 
moving more and more in a Cath- 
olic direction? There are encourag- 
ing signs of continued movement 
toward the recovery of an under- 
standing, use and love of our Cath- 
olic heritage. But time is not on our 


side. Some years ago the present 
President of the House of Deputies 
of General Convention, Canon 
Wedel, was quoted as saying that 
unless the Liberals could win the 
Church in fifteen years it might be 
lost to the catholics. There are signs 
of determination not to lose on the 
part of the Liberals. There is not the 
same determination on the part the 
catholic-minded to keep their 
treasurer. The Catholic Movement 
literally “changed the heart and 
face of the Anglican Communion” 
from 1833 to 1900. It saved the 
Apostolic Heritage for a Church that 
had nearly lost it. But why does 
the Movement not move as it should 
in 1957-58? This is a question for 
“family” self-examination within 
the membership of the ACU. 


HOW ARE WE GOING AND 
WHY? 


Do I support the local efforts 
of the only arm and voice we 
have for the Catholic Movement? 
Do I give of my substance for its 
support and advance? Is my parish 
and are my parish organizations 
supporting the whole program as a 
MISSIONARY WORK FOR THE 
CATHOLIC CAUSE through the 
“52 in 58” Plan?; Am I really try- 
ing to tell others about the Church 
Union’s rapidly growing program 
and seeking to enlist them in its 
work and membership? 

The experience of these past 125 
years shows quite clearly that we 
Catholic-minded churchmen can in 
very truth determine “How we are 
going and why.” It only remains 
for us to recapture a sense of 
MISSION; of tasks not finished; of 
putting aside petty differences for 
the sake of the greater issues at 
stake and of working together to 
strengthen the ACU and work 
towards that enrichment of the 
Church’s life and worship which 
will one day make the existence of 
the ACU no longer the necessity it 
is at the beginning of 1958.
